Tn thé course of.a brief 'discus- 
sion of the principles and practice

NEW SUMMER ‘PORT 


CANADIAN TRAFFIC_WHICH 
‘MAY DEVELOP: 


’ NEW LINES. 

Canada next year may have a 
new summer port. Her winter 
port having been officially fixed 
at Halifax, there will thus be two 
newly recognised ports within a 
year for winter and summer ser~ 
vices, : : 

The new summer port’ will ‘be 
peculiar amongat the ports of the 
world in several respects. It will 
be open for navigation only three 
months ,, inthe -year—July “1 to 
October 1; 2 considerable portion 
of, it, will be far from established 
ocean: lines; it will be,. at least in 
its early days, for freight ‘rather 
than for passenger traffic; it will 
be the outlet for the interior busi- 
ness of'a territory as large as the 
whole of Europe;‘and it, will be 
the cheapest route between West- 
ern Canada‘and European mar- 
kets. aint 

This new summer port at Fort 
Churchill, at.the far western end 
of the Hudson Bay, will | differ 
from any port yet constructed, It 
is wholly a Dominion Government 
enterprise, backed” and developed 
by the Canadian taxpayer. It is 
also in a sense a political port. It 
‘would never, have been built but 
'¥or urgent political reasons. ‘For 
20 years the farmers of Western 
Canada have demanded an outlet 
to Europe through the Hudson 
Bay for their wheat. : 

At first the demand was feeble 
and inarticulate: Then, through 
the farmers’ clubs and societies, 
the enthusiasm increased until, it 
reached the point where no politi- 
cal party could afford to ignore it. 
The next.step was:to get all the 
politicians pledged to support the 
movement for the construction of 
a railway to the Hudson Bay dis- 
trict. Finally, the pressure be-

International Treatment Needed 
The question of regulations for 
the assignment of load lines to 
ships is essentially one for inter~ 
national treatment, and the pur- 
pose’ of the “United States ‘in 
adopting legislation similar to 
that in force in other countries is 
understood to be in part to re- 
gularise’ its position as a partici- 
pant in the International Confer- 
ence on Safety at Sea which is 
provosed to be held in London 
early next year. ’ At this gather- 
ing the safety convention drawn 
up at an earlier conference, held 
after the loss ‘of the Titanic, will 
be revised. ‘That convention has 
never been fully carried into 
effect because of the break caused 
by the war, and the whole pro- 
blem now needs reconsideration 
in the light of further experience 
which has been gained.

Colofty, there were no fewer than 
81 cases of small-pox while the 
total death was 22. The return 
of last.week is as follows:— 
mall-pox: 13 from the city, 67 
from Kowloon and 1 from Shau- 
kiwan—total 81 (1 imported), 22, 
deaths during the week.

ment of the Republic of China, 

desiring to strengthen -the good 
relations aud facilitate and extend 
trade and commerce between 
their respective countries, resolv-

purpose, and: appointed as their 
respective plenipotentiaries Sir 

Miles Lampson and _ Doctor 

Chengting T. Wang, ‘the Minister 

for Foreign Affairs., 

Article One-abrogates all the 
provjsions of existing treaties 
limiting in any way China's right 

..to settle her Customs tariff, and 


» states that the principle of coni- 


plete ‘national . tariff autonomy 
shall apply. 

Article Two says that either 
country’s nationals shall not be 
‘compelled to pay. in the other’s 
territories any duties, . internal 
charges or taxes upon goods im- 
ported or exported other than, or.

Chinese nationals respectively, or 
aliens. 

Article Three abrogates all pro-.

This 
improvement over last year is due 
to the’ general immunity ' from 
small-pox, the only serious epide- 
mie prevalent during the year. 

Staff.—The staff at the end of 
this year consists’ of the Head- 
master, two European Mistresses, 
seven Anglo-Chinese Mastets and 
three Vernacular . Masters, Mr. 
Brawn went on Jeave.on: March 
81, his place as Headmaster being 
filled by Mr. Mycock transferred 
from Ellis Kadoorie School. 

Mr, Chan Kam-tai was appoint- 
ed on September 10 to replace Mr. 
Tam Cheuk-kai, who died on Sep- 
tember 25 after a long and severe 
illness. 2 

Mrs. Jeffreys was seconded to 
the school for duty for a few 
days in November while Mrs. 
Murphy was’ in Hospital, 

Fees.—The fees were increased 
from January 1 to $5 per month; 
and made payable for every month 
in the year, 

Buildings and Equipment.—In 
February two new’ Beaver Black | ¥: 
Boards were received. The 
P.W.D. made sundry repairs in 
May. Following the report of 
the Medical Officer of Schools al- 
terations ‘were made to the. lava~ 
tories. The roof was slightly 
ynised and apertures for light and 
air enlarged..
